President Obama said Tuesday that 
only Congress can take the “bold 
action” needed to spur job creation, 
as he unfurled an election year “to 
do” list for lawmakers. 

Obama’s action plan for Con- 
gress centers on a series of eco- 
nomic initiatives he has already 
been pushing for months, includ- 
ing eliminating tax incentives for 
companies that ship jobs overseas 
and promoting new tax credits for 
small businesses and for compa- 
nies to develop clean energy.

Student Loan Plan Fails in the Senate 

Senate Republicans derailed a Democratic bill on Tuesday that would 
keep interest rates on federal college loans from doubling July 1 in an election- 
year battle aimed at the hearts — and votes — of millions of students and their 
parents. Republicans said they favor preventing the interest rate increase but 
blocked the Senate from debating the $6 billion measure because they oppose 
how Democrats would pay for it: boosting Social Security and Medicare payroll 
taxes. GOP senators want a vote on their own version paid for by eliminating a 
preventive health fund created by President Obama’s 2010 health care overhaul.

Governor: Citizens 
should speak English 
fluently by 2022 


San Juan, Puerto Rico 

The governor of Puerto Rico is try- 
ing to do what more than a cen- 
tury of American citizenship has 
failed to accomplish: teach Puer- 
to Ricans to speak English as well 
as they do Spanish. 

Gov. Luis Fortuno, who has been 
mentioned as a possible Republi- 
can vice-presidential candidate, 
has proposed an ambitious, and 
what critics call far-fetched, plan to 
require all public schools to teach 
all courses in English while still 
offering Spanish grammar and 
literature classes. 

The U.S. territory has had a

FDA Favors HIV Pill for Prevention 


Washington 

Federal drug regulators on Tues- 
day affirmed landmark study 
results showing that a popular 
HIV-fighting pill can also help 
healthy people avoid contracting 
the virus that causes AIDS in the 
first place. While the pill appears 
safe and effective for prevention, 
scientists stressed that it only works 
when taken on a daily basis. 

The Food and Drug Administra- 
tion will hold a meeting Thursday 
to discuss whether Truvada should 
be approved for people who are at 
risk of contracting HIV through 
sexual intercourse. The agency’s 
positive review posted Tuesday sug- 
gests the daily pill will become the 
first drug approved to prevent HIV

Truvada is not unanimous. Some 
researchers stress that condoms 
remain the best weapon against 
AIDS, and a prevention pill is not the

Rejecting austerity, 
left-wing leader tries 
for new coalition 

Athens, Greece 

The smoldering debate over Euro- 
pean austerity flared hotter Tues- 
day as the left-wing politician 
trying to form a new Greek gov- 
ernment declared that his coun- 
try is no longer bound by its pledg- 
es to impose crippling cutbacks in 
return for rescue loans. 

The comments by Alexis Tsipras 
flew in the face of EU leaders’ insis- 
tence on fiscal discipline and sent 
the Greek stock market tumbling 
just two days after Greek voters 
rejected mainstream pro-austeri- 
ty politicians. Instead, the people 
backed a hodgepodge of parties 
from the Stalinist left to the neo- 
Nazi right but produced no clear 


winner in parliament. 

Tsipras’ party came in second 
Sunday, winning 52 of parliament’s 
300 seats. He has the presiden- 
tial mandate to end the political 
impasse by forming a governing 
coalition by Thursday. 


Tsipras is the second Greek 
party leader in as many days to try 
to form a government. If no coali- 
tion can be found, elections will be 
held in a month, with the political 
instability boding ill for Greece’s 
hopes of staying solvent and with- 


in the 17-nation eurozone. 

Moving to stomp out signs of 
increasing discontent in crisis- 
stricken countries, the EU and 
Germany — the biggest contribu- 
tor to the EU’s crisis fund — urged 
members Tuesday to stick to their 
agreed budget cuts. 

Greece has promised to pass 
new austerity measures worth 
$18.9 billion next month and to 
implement other swift reforms. 
These will promptly be reviewed by 
its creditors, who will then decide 
whether to release the next batch 
of bailout funds. 

To secure the bailouts, Athens 
took a hatchet to pensions, sala- 
ries, health care and pretty much 
everything else, while repeatedly 
raising taxes. But more than two 
years of austerity have left the econ- 
omy deep in recession and unem- 
ployment at a record high 21 per- 
cent.

Opportunity for Netanyahu

Israeli Prime Minister Benjamin 
Netanyahu unveiled a revamped 
coalition government on Tuesday, 
forming a broad alliance with the 
chief opposition party that could 
free his hand to take bold action 
on peace with the Palestinians and 
decide Avhether to attack Iran. 

In a stunning reversal, Netan- 
yahu called off plans to hold early 
parliamentary elections and struck 
an agreement with the rival Kadi- 
ma Party. Netanyahu now presides 
over a coalition with 94 seats in the 
120 -member parliament. 


“Abroad national unity govern- 
ment is good for security, good for 
the economy, good for the people 
of Israel,” Netanyahu declared at 
a news conference with Kadima 
leader Shaul Mofaz, his new dep- 
uty prime minister. 

Netanyahu boasted of bringing 
“stability” to Israel’s volatile polit- 
ical system, where governments 


rarely serve full terms. His coali- 
tion had been riven by divisions in 
recent weeks, leading him to pose 
the possibility of early elections. 

Israelis were stunned to wake 
up Tuesday to a new political 
reality, as Netanyahu and Mofaz 
pledged an unspecified reform of 
the political system and to protect 
the economy, (ap)

Russia Backs 
Medvedevas

Russian President Vladimir Putin 
had no trouble getting the parlia- 
ment to approve former president 
Dmitry Medvedev as his prime 
minister Tuesday, though he did 
not much like the startlingly criti- 
cal questions Medvedev faced from 
lawmakers before the vote. 

Putin, who had just exited the 
prime minister’s office, began a 
third presidential term on Monday 
and fulfilled his promise to nomi- 
nate Medvedev for his old job. 

The job switch, which was 
announced in September, angered 
many Russians by its implication 
that their votes were no more than 
a formality, (ap)

U.S. travelers won’t soon have to 
take off their pants along with their 
shoes when they go through air- 
port security, despite a recently 
foiled al-Qaeda plotto bring down 
an airliner with an undetectable un- 
derwear bomb. On Tuesday, a day 
after the plot became public, the 
Obama administration sought to 
reassure travelers that security at 
U.S. airports is as good as it has ever 
been.

In the meantime, 
Americans traveled Tuesday with 
little apparent concern. “We were 
nervous— for a minute,’’ said Nan 
Gartner, a retiree on her way to Italy 
from New York’s John F. Kennedy 
Airport. “But then we thought, we 
aren’t going anywhere near Yemen,

Tipster Foiled Plot 


Informant acquired 
an al-Qaeda bomb 
for CIA, officials say 

Washington 

The CIA had al-Qaeda fooled from 
the beginning. 

Last month, U.S. intelligence 
learned that al-Qaeda’s Yemen 
branch hoped to launch a 
spectacular attack using a new, 
nearly undetectable bomb aboard 
an airliner bound for America, 
officials say. 

But the man the terrorists were 
counting on to carry out the attack 
was actually working for the CIA 
and Saudi intelligence, U.S. and 
Yemeni officials told the Associated 
Press on Tuesday. 

The dramatic sting operation 
thwarted the attack before it had 
a chance to succeed. 

It was the latest misfire for 


al-Qaeda, which has repeatedly 
come close to detonating a bomb 
aboard an airliner. For the United 
States, it was a victory that 
delivered the bomb intact to U.S. 
intelligence. 

Officials on Tuesday withheld 
certain details, including the 
location and status of the individual 
— described by one Middle Eastern 
official as a Saudi informant — who 
turned over the device. 


The Saudi service played a 
particularly important role in 
penetrating al-Qaeda’s affiliate in 
Yemen and recovering the explosive 
device, according to officials who 
described an elaborate espionage 
operation in which the CIA tracked 
the bomb’s movements for weeks 
and then killed suspected plotters 
in a drone strike after the device 
was seized. 

Comments by White House 


counterterrorism adviser John 
Brennan and others made it clear 
that the involvement of the CIA 
and its partners went well beyond 
simply watching the bomb plot 
unfold. 

“We’re confident that neither 
the device nor the intended user 
of this device posed a threat to 
us,” Brennan said on ABC’s Good 
Morning America program. “We

Of dozens of al-Qaeda in the 
Arabian Peninsula fighters with 
Saudi backgrounds, “at least five 
or eight of them are undercover” 
working for the Saudi service at 
any point in time, said a Middle 
Eastern official.

Former governors 
both get 46 percent 
from registered voters 

Richmond, Va. 

The U.S. Senate race in Virginia 
is deadlocked six months before 
Election Day, a new Washington 
Post poll shows, cementing the 
contest’s status among the most 
competitive in the country. 

Former Governors George 
Allen, a Republican, and Timothy 
M. Kaine, a Democrat, are tied at 
46 percent apiece among regis- 
tered voters in the race to succeed 
retiring Sen. James Webb, a Dem- 


ocrat, exactly the same place they 
stood in the Post poll taken a year 
ago. Both parties believe Virgin- 
ia will be a key determinant of 
which side controls the Senate 
come January. 

In the 13 months since Kaine 
entered the race, the two cam- 
paigns have combined to raise 
and spend millions of dollars, out- 
side groups have poured cash into 
television ads and Allen has rein- 
forced his position as the Repub- 
lican front-runner against a hand- 
ful of challengers. Yet none of those 
developments has budged the basic 
narrative — two titans of Virgin- 
ia politics battling to a draw in a 
state widely viewed as swing terri-

tory, both in the Senate and presi- 
dential contests. 

Kaine, who served as Presi- 
dent Obama’s handpicked Demo- 
cratic National Committee chair- 
man, might benefit from the fact 
that Obama holds a seven-point 
lead over former Massachusetts 
Governor Mitt Romney, a Repub- 
lican, in Virginia and will drive 


turnout among liberals and Afri- 
can-Americans. 

Yet the new poll includes some 
negative trends for Kaine: Regis- 
tered voters are now equally divid- 
ed in their impression of him, with 
41 percent apiece viewing the Dem- 
ocrat favorably and unfavorably. A 
year ago, Kaine’s rating was 2-to-l 
positive, at 57-28. 

Kaine’s decline could be the par- 
tial result of negative ads that have 
aired against him in the state, and 
efforts by Republicans to tie him 
to health-care reform, the stimu- 
lus package and other controver- 
sial Obama administration policies.

Finance committee 
to decide on approval 
for capital expenses 

Transportation 

Metro’s finance committee is 
expected to vote Thursday on 
whether to approve the transit 
agency’s fiscal 2013 budget of 
$2.5 billion in capital and operat- 
ing expenses. 

The move comes two weeks 
after Metro approved an across- 
the-board fare hike for rail and 
bus riders, and drivers who park 
in its facilities. 



Part of Metro’s capital budget goes to 
fixing its escalators and elevators. 


The new rates go into effect July 
1. The increase for rail passengers 
averages about 5 percent, although 
the actual amounts would vary 
greatly depending on distance. 
Bus fares increase by a dime for 
those who use SmarTrip cards, 
rising to $1.60. 

To fill its $103 million budget 
gap, Metro also asked area juris- 
dictions to contribute more in 
their subsidies. Virginia, Mary- 
land and the District are expect- 
ed to give another $47.1 million 
more this year compared with last 
year, bringing their subsidies to 
$669.1 million. 

Metro’s capital budget includes 


installing event recorders on the 
1000 and 4000 series rail cars, 
replacing track circuits on the Red 
Line and rehabbing, replacing esca- 
lators, elevators and 12 miles of rail 
on the system.

Obituary 

Maurice Sendak didn’t think of himself 
as a children’s author, but as an author 
who told the truth about childhood. 

“I like interesting people, and kids are 
really interesting people,” he explained to 
the Associated Press last fall. “And if you 
didn’t paint them in little blue, pink and 
yellow, it’s even more interesting.” 
Sendak, who died early Tuesday in 


Danbury, Conn., at age 83, four days 
after suffering a stroke, revolutionized 
children’s books and how we think about 
childhood simply by leaving in what so 
many writers excluded. His kids misbe- 
haved and didn’t regret it, and in their 
dreams and nightmares fled to the most 
unimaginable places. Monstrous crea- 
tures were devised from his studio, but 
none more frightening than the grown- 
ups in his stories or the cloud of the Holo- 
caust that darkened his every page. 

Rarely was a man so uninterested 
in being loved or adored. Communities 
attempted to ban him, but his books sold 
millions of copies and his curmudgeon-

Sendak spoke often, endlessly, about 
death in recent years. He didn’t mind 
being old because the young were under 
so much pressure. But he missed his late 
siblings and his longtime companion, 
Eugene Glynn, who died in 2009. Work, 
not people, was his reason to carry on. 

“I want to be alone and work until the 
day my head hits the drawing table and 
I’m dead. Kaput,” he said last fall. “I don’t 
believe in heaven or hell or any of those 
things. I feel very much like I want to be 
with my brother and sister again. They’re 
nowhere. I know they’re nowhere and 
they don’t exist, but if nowhere means 
that’s where they are, that’s where I want

Fire up in Hangzhou 

Pyrotechnic artist Cai Guoqiang’s latest works reflect the beauty of West Lake in a series of 
gunpowder paintings made on 2,000 square meters of silk, Zhu Linyong reports.

t was another cold, windy, 
rainy afternoon on West Lake 
when artist Cai Guoqiang 
decided it was time to wrap 
up his four-day project — 
sketching the beauty of the 
lake. 

Then, at 4:30 pm on April 18, 

Cai lit an incense stick and bowed, 
before lighting the fuse for his latest 
gunpowder work. West Lake, which 
comprises two layers of huge silk 
sheets, laid on a floating platform in 
the center of the lake. 

Meanwhile, a group of assistants, 
volunteers and firefighters watched, 
while a small, unmanned aircraft 
hovered above, taking photos of the 
gunpowder painting process. 

Flames erupted and smoke rose 
from the bolt of silk laid over the 
basketball-court-sized platform. 
The result was like a traditional ink 
painting, mirroring the landscapes 
of the nearby Lei Feng and Baoshu 


pagodas. Beneath the first layer of 
the silk sheet, there was an identical 
one, which Cai says will create the 
visual effect of shadows when the 
works are exhibited. 

After he had finished, Cai made 
gunpowder sketches of West Lake on 
2,000 square meters of silk. 

“The final effects are what I 
desired. I am really blessed,” he said. 

He feared the humid weather and 
wind would ruin the art project he 
had been working on for months. 

“The creation of gunpowder art is 
very much like lovemaking. There’s 
a lot of uncertainty. The results 
come only after the climax,” he 
said, with a smile. 

Known for his pyrotechnic 
projects worldwide, such as the big 
footsteps in the night sky during the 
Opening Ceremony of the Beijing 
2008 Olympic Games, the 55-year- 
old calls the Hangzhou art project 
“a spiritual homecoming”. 


Cai says he has been enamored 
with Hangzhou as a child because 
of its poems and legends, and made 
his first visit in 1978 for an exhibition 
about French art, describing it as 
“love at first sight”. 

“For years, I have longed to create a 
great work for the city,” said Cai, who 
believes West Lake represents the 
soul of the city. 

Cai’s art project coincides with the 
anniversary of West Lake’s UNESCO 
World Cultural Heritage listing. 

“What struck me most was not 
just the natural beauty of the lake but 
also the leisurely and comfortable 
lifestyle, and the harmony between 
man and nature,” Cai said. 

He added that his art project 
provided an opportunity to “go 
back in history and learn from 
it, and rethink the rapid social 
development of China, which has 
caused a slew of environmental, 
health and social problems”.

After studying Hangzhou’s art and 
history, he discovered that, while 
texts abound, not many paintings 
had survived the test of time. 

“Now it’s is my turn to capture 
the soul of Hangzhou with my 
gunpowder painting. It is a whole new 
approach,” he said. 

Cai’s gunpowder adventure with 
Hangzhou began in September 
when he did a gunpowder painting 
on paper at Zhejiang Art Museum of 
Qiantang River’s tidal waves. 

The spectacular tides draw tens 
of thousands of tourists from across 
the world every summer. 

Cai said he learned a lot about 
drawing techniques from old ink 
masters such as the Qing Dynasty 
(1644-1911) Zhai Jichang, who 
created the scroll Watching Tidal 
Waves, now in the collection of the 
Zhejiang Museum. 

But Cai believes his work “may 
be more appealing to today’s 
viewers, at least for its sheer size 
and stronger visual impact”. Cai’s 
Qiantang tidal wave painting is 3 
meters high and 36 meters long, 
while the West Lake gunpowder 
paintings are 8 meters high and 
more than 20 meters long. 

The West Lake and Qiantang River 
tide wave paintings are the focus of 
Cai’s latest solo show, which will run 
until June 3 at Zhejiang Art Museum. 


Cai has arranged his Hangzhou 
works in two circular galleries at the 
museum. Flimsy silk veils cover the 
gunpowder paintings, together with 
ambient lighting, and background 
music. 

The solo exhibition, which features 
30 works Cai has created since the 
early 1980s, includes a vivid portrait 
of performers from the Zhejiang 
Hundred-Flower Yueju Opera Troupe. 

“With my gunpowder paintings 
as a whole, I am in a dialogue with 
nature, our ancestors, and people 
today,” said Cai, who calls himself a 
public artist, believing “artworks do 
not have meaning until they connect 
with the public”. 



Talent show: kicking 
it up /aowa/ style

They sit for hours in study 
halls honing academic skills, 
but at the end of the day, many 
foreign students in Beijing turn 
their attention to another type 
of performance; talent shows. 

“I like music and often 
perform songs in the dorm 
with my friend,” said Fivaldy 
Halwa, an Indonesian student 
of administrative management 
at Beijing’s University of 
International Business and 
Economics. 

Halwa and his performing 
partner Ashfa Abid Suyoto won 
the popularity award at the 
university’s 2012 Laowai Idol 
for their performance of Jason 
Mraz’s hippie hit I’m Yours. 

“I felt awesome on stage. 

The event allowed me to 
show my musical passion and 
boosted my confidence. I will 
give it another shot when it 
runs next time,” said Halwa, 
who was participating in a 
talent show for the first time. 

The event, hosted by the 
UIBE’s School of International 
Education, turned out to 
be unadulterated fun as 
students from countries 
such as Indonesia, France 
and the United States pitted 
their artistic dexterity against 
one another, wowing a full- 
house audience with hip hop 
dance, solo gigs and band 
performances. 

Giang Nguyen, a Vietnamese 
student and president of 
the student union’s art 
department, said the show, 
now in its third year, has 
become more appealing. 

“Previous events were like 
private parties for international 
students, but now we have 
drawn the attention of and 
gained support from the 
university’s authorities and 


Chinese students,” Nguyen 
said. 

The 2012 event also featured 
special guests such as Martin 
Cityzen, a US performer known 
for his modern rendition 
of old Chinese songs, and 
Ding Guangquan, a veteran 
crosstalk performer who has 
many foreign students. 

About 3,000 international 
students from 120 countries 
study at the university, and 
helping them adapt to campus 
life is high on the university’s 
agenda, said Zhao Zhongxiu, 
vice-president of UIBE. 

“Through such activities, the 
university hopes to identify 
those foreign students with 
untapped talent and build a 
harmonious environment for 
them,” he said. 

Du Wei, who works at the 
international office of Renmin 
University of China, said many 
universities start such events 
because they not only provide 
a platform for foreign students 
to showcase their talent, 
but also bring joy to Chinese 
students. 

Renmin University of China’s 
International Student Talent 
Show always attracts a throng 
of Chinese who applaud 
ecstatically for a variety of 
performances such as skits, 
poem recitals and singing by 
the university’s international 
students from such countries 
as Russia, Australia and Egypt, 
he said. 

“It’s hard to have a new 
talent show featuring Chinese 
performers, but when the stars 
are foreigners, there is a sense 
of novelty for Chinese people,” 
he said, adding this year’s 
event included a martial arts 
performance. 

Shi Song, associate dean of 
the College of International 
Education of Nanjing 


Agricultural University, also 
feels a talent show is a grand 
gala for everybody in the 
university. 

Last year, the university 
launched the first International 
Culture Festival, which 
featured a talent show that 
attracted the universities’ 
international students from 
some 20 countries to strut 
their stuff. 

“Many foreign students are 
so diligent that they spend 
a lot of time in the lab and 


classroom. It seems they are 
isolated from Chinese culture,” 
Shi said. 

“The festival was designed 
to offer foreign students a way 
to relax and enable them to 
better enjoy life in China,” he 
said. 

A plethora of acts from lion 
dance to traditional costume 
modeling also help Chinese 
faculty and students learn 
more, he said. 

Last year, Ngoh Samuel 
Aziseh, an accounting student 
from Cameroon, who stood 
out from the university’s 
activities with his Peking 
Opera performances, got 
a place in China Central 
Television’s popular program 
Hanyu ZhiXing (Chinese 
Star), a national competition 
to showcase student 
achievements in learning 
Chinese.
